the ervice of the United! States,, mem- 
bers of tfie order ol the Sons of

'£HE locking up of Juries, actually Jmprieonlng them, may be neces- 


sary; but any agreement reached in, that way appears to corre- 


spond pretty closely in terms to what the law books.call an agreement 
extorted "under duress of imprisonment," which is fraudulent and in- 
valid. The authority for it rests on the very old precedent of court 
practice; and no doubt judges'would.find the most ample justification 
In law if the right were questioned, especially, as there is nobody to de- 
cide on their own powers but the judges themselves. 


It Is an indignity for a free citizen, acting as part of a court of jus- 


tice, to have his liberty taken away by a show of force—for: he is tak- 
en into custody, led into a room, and locked in forcibly by court'offi- 
cers—and he might well ask himself whether he is capable 'of render- 
ing a strictly Impartial.verdict under restraint.-

Perhaps that is one way of convincing.the prisoner at the bars

WHY MEAT IS HIGH. 7; 


Part of the Trouble Is With the House* 


keeper, 


"More tlinii b n l f i h o trouble with tlia 


meat prices lieu with the housekeeper, 
who .doesn't know bow to utilize what1 
she gets," said Hiss Anulo Barrows of 
the Teachers' college school o£ house- 
hold arts, New York city. 


"Most of us," she weut on to say, 


"are like- tbe man who bought four 
whole turkeys and ate only (.he 'oys: 
tens' of, each—thoso delicious bits oi 
dark meat that lie on the breastbone. 
The wo|l to do consumer knows llttlo 
about the cheaper cuts of meat, buys 
'only the choicest sirloin pieces .and 
falls to use them to Ihelr best ndviin^ • 
tage. Few women use the flank fat 
for which they have paid, but order 
extra suet fat, for which tbey ara 
charged 10 cents a pound. Tho butch- 
er sends tbe other back to the smelt 
e'r's, where II Is used for soap or made 
Into-lard, In which form wo pay for U 
again. 


"There are many cuts other than tha 


fore quarters which make good roasts 
and very pleasing dishes If prepared 
properly. 
The principal thing to re- 


member Is that a low temperature and 
a slow fire are necessary to put them 
Into a palatable condition; 
Anything 


that is thoroughly cooked Is safe, but 
only ^the tenderest pieces, of course, 
should be eaten in a raw or a rare 
state. I hope the time will come when 
tbe lower cuts, which used to be sold 
to'the army and navy for corned beef 
or turned Into sausage meat,'will ba 
used by the Judicious hcSsewlfe. She 
should thoroughly understand the anat- 
omy of her four footed beast nnd her 
fowl, because, no matter what name ho 
may give .his cuts, the: butcher can't 
change the skeleton. 
' 


"In fowl there Is of necessity almost 


20 per cent waste material, but that la 
all the more reason why every.scrap 
of It should bo utilized. 
Tbe heart, 


liver and gizzard can be chopped up In 
the gravy or added t(» the omelet of 
the nest day's luncheon, because the 
less wfc eat of the bird the more we 
pay for every bit. Every one knows, 
of course, that the skeleton and bones 
give a delicious llavor to soups and 
that the fnt makes excellent frying 
grease. 


"We are just as wasteful n-lth our 


vegetables as with our meats," contin- 
ued Miss Barrows. "For Instance, take • 
these beets. The grocer, when he saw 
that 1 wanted to take Ilium with me 
was about to chop off ihc suillis and 
leaves, when I asked him to let mo 
have them ns they were. He looked 
at mo as though I were demented, but 
every c!d housekeeper knows that the 
tops may be used like spinach."

dences'are liable not to receive any: 
mall after June 30, 1911. 
Certainly, 


they will not if a provision of the' 
post-office appropriation bill becomes 
a -law.

The provision prohibits any letter 


carrier from delivering any mall 
at 


any bouse unless there is a suitable 
mail box on the outside to rcccive.it. 
It means that Uncle Sam is tired .of 
having his uniformed 
carriers 
wait 


for people to take their time, in an- 
swering their door bells, 


After many experiments, It was 


found that the average 
mail 
carrier 


loses about 30 seconds In ringing each 
doorbell and awaiting response. 
It 


is expected that this provision will 
greatly increase the efficiency of the 
service and possibly reduce the num-' 
her of carriers required. A (saving of 
J-100,000 is estimated.
